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God of Peace

“For this is the will of God, even your 
sanctification,” 1 Thess. 4:3. 


HE thing we wish to bring to your 

understanding is “sanctification” in 
its complete analysis, or three phases or 
aspects of its very important meaning; 
or further still, we will venture our 
spiritual completeness while sojourning 
on this earth. The scripture quoted above 
is one which embraces our “entire” ac- 
complishment “in Him and for Him.” 

‘As we begin to analyze the expressions 
used by our Savior, and their significance, 
with a profound and specific meaning, 
we marvel at the broadness of the word 
“sanctification.” It is indeed far-reaching, 
to the extent that it is a “remedy” which 
exerts a special action in the cure of ev- 
ery spiritual disease, and an infallible 
remedy for every need. 

First, we notice Heb. 13:12 in its re- 
spective meaning, “Wherefore Jesus also, 
that he might sanctify the people with 
his own blood, suffered without the 
gate.” Jesus spilled His blood for our 
‘holy sanctification.” Yes, for our 
cleansing, for our heart purity, for our 
“sanctification” in its first element. 

But we hear Jesus praying to the 
Father in John 17:17, “Sanctify them 
through thy word, thy word is truth.” 
Here, in this instance, we find ourselves 
to be sanctified through the Word, which 
is well and good. We are sanctified 
through the Word as we apply it to our 
lives, as we adopt it to our daily prac- 
tice, thereby being strengthened and es- 


tablished in our. call to holiness. 

For an example: one is sanctified with 
the blood of Jesus, with a praise in the 
heart for cleansing. But does that one re- 
joice in the truth? What is truth? “Sanc- 
tify them through thy truth, thy word is 
truth.” What does the Word say? “Is 
any among you afflicted? let him pray 

Is any sick among you? let them 
call for the elders of the church.” Adopt- 
ing this commandment, trusting God 
with our bodies, and paying tithes, we 
prove sanctification thus far by the 
Word. 


Is this all? No, we hear Jesus in the 
19th verse continuing His prayer, “And 
for their sakes 1 sanctify myself.” Here 
is one of the most astounding assertions 
ever made by our Savior. There is only 
one greater and that is “Thy will be 
done.” But these two are almost synony- 
mous. Here is a challenge to every one of 
us. To sanctify ourselves from every par- 
ticle of this world and its enticements, 
with a presenting of our bodies a living 
sacrifice to God, would mean a taking of 
souls from the hands of Satan by the 
multitudes. And Jesus further expressed 
Himself and said, “Neither pray I for 
these alone, but for all those which shall 
believe on me (my sanctification) 
through thy word. “Praise God, what a 
privilege! What an opportunity! 

Brother Johnson flung out to us at 
the Assembly the challenge which shall be 
answered with a verdict for the Lord’s 
side: “Fellows, let’s accept sanctification 


in its fullness, and hasten God’s program, 
all to His glory.” 

Now to erase the question from my 
mind, holy sanctification is preserved by 
adopting the Word on our accord. If we 
find ourselves getting from under the 
blood, it is positively because we are not 
doing the Word, or adopting or applying 
its commandments to our daily lives. 

Now then, we are justified in both of 
these two aspects of sanctification by 
sanctifying ourselves, which is a sancti- 
fication, wholly, “set apartness,” un- 
servedly for God’s use only. Psa. 4:3 says, 
“Know this, that God hath set apart him 
that is godly for himself.” This is sancti- 
fication in its third depth. 

Holy sanctification by the blood, pro- 
gressive sanctification by the Word, sanc- 
tification, wholly, by dedication, conse- 
cration, crucifixion of self to the world, 
for the cause of Christ! The third experi- 
ence is not attained without the first two, 
neither are the first two preserved in the 
full sense of the meaning without the 
last. “This is the will of God, even your 
(entire) sanctification,” meaning “whol- 
ly sanctified,” fulfilling God’s will, 
bringing peace. “And the very God of 
peace sanctify you wholly, that your 
whole spirit, soul, and body be preserved 
blameless unto the coming of the Lord. 
Faithful is he that calleth you (to your 
entire sanctification, wholly) who also 
will do it.” God has called every one of 
us to sanctification, wholly, by the way 
of the blood, Word, and consecration. 

How is the last and most complete 
brought about? Job says, “Precious in the 
sight of the Lord is the death of his 
saints.” Paul said, “I die daily.” He said 
that he was “crucified with Christ: nev- 
ertheless I live; yet not I, but Christ liv-

St. John 4:35, “Lift up your eyes, and 
look on the fields; for they are white al- 
ready to harvest.” 

Since Jesus invited His followers to 
look on the white fields the harvest has 
had almost 2,000 years to ripen more. 
Not a Christian can read this verse with- 
out feeling a deep sense of obligation to 
the perishing multitude.

Ye Must Be Born Again

“There was a man of the Pharisees, 
named Nicodemus, a ruler of the Jews: 
The same came to Jesus by night, and 
said unto him, Rabbi, we know that thou 
art a teacher come from God: for no man 
can do these miracles that thou doest, ex- 
cept God be with him. Jesus answered and 
said unto him, Verily, verily, I say unto 
thee, Except a man be born again, he can- 
not see the kingdom of God.

Paul, whose conversion is counted one 
of the great New Testament miracles, 
who after his conversion became the 
“chief of the apostles,” had visions of 
heaven and things present and future, 
wrought miracles, preached the unsearch- 
able riches of Christ, turned thousands 
to the Lord, and whose writings have been 
read and appreciated by millions, said 
there was a hell. He said that Jesus would 
come in flaming fire to take vengeance 
on the disobedient and godless and that 
they should be punished with everlasting 
destruction from the presence of the Lord, 
2 Thess. 1:6. 

Peter, who walked with Jesus three 
years on earth and was afterward filled 
with the Holy Ghost and preached one 
sermon that brought 3,000 souls to re- 
pentance at once, said there is a hell. 
He said that the Lord of heaven knew 
how to save the godly out of temptation 
and to send the ungodly to judgment to 
be punished, 2 Pet. 4:4. 

John, the beloved disciple, who, after 
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years of faithful service to his Master, 
had such wonderful visions and revela- 
tions from God—the overcomers re- 
warded, Israel returned to God, Satan, the 
Antichrist and the nations punished, the 
wicked dead raised and judged and the ap- 
pearing of the new heavens and the new 
earth, said there was a hell. He called it 
the lake of fire and said that all whose 
names were not written in the Lamb’s 
Book of Life would be cast into it. This 
he called the second death, Rev. 20. Men 
should be made to see that if they do not 
repent and get rid of their sins now, they 
will meet them again and in that day 
there will be no mercy, they will have to 
“pay the utmost farthing.” 


The Cause of Sickness 


Below are some of the reasons why 
sickness comes: 

1. Sin in a general way. We live in a 
fallen world. The curse is everywhere. 
The human body is affected by the fall 
as well as all creation, Deut. 28:58-61. 

2. Satan afflicts men, as in the case of 
Job (Chap. 2:7) and the woman Jesus 
healed as recorded in Luke 13:16, but he 
can afflict only as God permits him to do 
it. 

3. Self-indulgence and imprudence. 
Hos. 7:5. Wrong habits and negligence 
may be the cause of sickness. Miriam’s 
affliction came upon her because of the 
wrong use of her tongue in criticizing 
the man of God. Num. 12. 

4. For the glory of God. It seems that 
from certain circumstances some sickness 
is for the glory of God. John 9:3; 11: 
4, 40. And it may be allowed as a cor- 
rective measure. Heb. 12:6, etc.

One day I was told of a family of 
children whose mother was in the lunatic 
asylum, the father a drunkard, and the 
children suffering from lack of attention. 
A friend went with me and we took little 
garments, towels and soap for the chil- 
dren, also a basket of dinner; and I 
plucked a few wild flowers by the way.

Question Box 
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Question: My question is concerning 
faith and tribulation. Tribulation work- 
eth patience, but it seems that if we had 
the faith that is spoken of in 1 John 3: 
22, there would be no need to suffer on 
and on. And what of Mark 11:24? It 
seems that this faith should belong to all 
Christians. Why, if the apostles had this 
faith, was there any necessity for them 
to have a season of heaviness as in 1 
Peter 1:6? Also, when Peter said after 
you have suffered a while, the Lord stab- 
lish, strengthen, and settle you? Why 
suffer if we can exercise a little faith in 
prayer and be delivered? Why have any 
trials if we have a little faith? Does a man 
get over heavy trials when his faith gets 
stronger?—L. S. 

Answer: There is always a reason for 
people not receiving that for which they 
ask in prayer. According to James 4:3, 
“Ye ask, and receive not, because ye ask 
amiss, that ye may consume it upon your 
lusts.” Those who ask God for things for 
their own personal benefit and not for 
His glory are likely not to have their 
prayers answered. According to Paul in 


2 Cor. 12:7 there was given unto him a . 


thorn in the flesh, the messenger of Satan 
to buffet him, lest he should be exalted 
above measure. Just what this thorn in 
the flesh was is not made plain. It might 
have been a disease, or an affliction of 
some kind. This one thing we do know, 
it was the messenger of Satan. The only 
answer that Paul ever received to his re- 
quest was, “My grace is sufficient for 
thee.” However, according to Paul’s own 
words, it was given unto him for a spe- 
cific purpose and God got honor and 
glory out of his having that messenger 
of Satan to continue to buffet him. It 
may be that there are conditions under 
which God can get more glory out of 
our lives when we are not well than when 
we are well. If we would get exalted, it is 
that way. As the hammer of Satan was 
necessary to thin out the thick spots, to 
keep Paul humble, it is necessary that we 
shall have tribulations and trials to try 
us, to bring us to that place that God 
wants us to be. 

Question: Of what is leaven a type? 
Is it a type of sin?—E. S. 

Answer: No, leaven is not a type of 
sin. Leaven is a type of doctrine. Jesus 
said, “Beware of the leaven of the scribes 
and Pharisees,” which was hypocrisy. It 
was a doctrine that was not lived up to. 
In Matt. 13:33 Jesus said the kingdom 
of heaven is like leaven. Certainly the 
kingdom of heaven is not like unto sin, 
but it is like unto good doctrine. Accord-

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Our Trip From India \/ 
By Rosert F. Cook 
Overseer of Churches in India 


Beloved Colaborers: 


Well, here we are at last, through His 
abundant grace, in dear old U. S. A. 
Little did we know when we left our 
precious flock in India, our two children, 
and the Cases, of the trouble, inconven- 
ience and anxiety that were lurking in 
our pathway. Had we known, perhaps we 
would never have ventured out into such 
an experience. However, all along the way 
we were conscious of being in the center 
of His sweet will. 

Some months previous the executives 
of the missionary department of the 
Church of God made it possible for us to 
take a much-needed furlough. How we 
looked forward with great expectancy to 
be present in the great Annual Assembly 
of the Church of God which was to meet 


“Oct. 11-15 in Atlanta, Ga., and thus 


meet the great body of the Church and 
personally thank them on behalf of the 
saints in India for all the benefits ren- 
dered. 

We (wife, two sons and 1) sailed from 
Colombo August 30, expecting to be in 
the U. S. A. by the end of September. 
When we were four days out from Co- 
lombo, we heard the broadcast that war 
had been declared. An awful gloom 
came over the passengers of the ship, and 
as it was British, dangers loomed up with 
their horrors and suggestions. Maps were 
taken down and our movements were 
kept secret. Even the mileage that the 
ship made daily was no longer disclosed. 
We could only locate our position the day 
before we entered port. Our regular 
course was to be via Aden, but instead 
we went to Mombasa, a port on the east 
coast of Africa. Here we stayed two days. 
After leaving Mombasa, we learned from 
the position of the sun that we were 
headed for South Africa, and when we 
drew near to port, we found it to be 
Cape Town. From here we went to Free 
Town in Sierre Leone, Africa, where we 
stayed five days. For six long weeks we 
traveled with blackouts at night, not a 
porthole, window, nor door open, nor 
was a match allowed to be struck to light 
cigarettes on deck. This meant that the 
men and women smokers filled the public 
sitting room and even the corridors with 
smoke. We were always glad when day- 
light came. 
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Nearly every evening we had a fifteen- 
minute prayer meeting, taken in turn by 
a Church of England minister, a Brethren 
Missionary to Palestine and myself, and 
this was fairly well attended by about 
fifty of the passengers. We exhorted them 
briefly, encouraging faith in God and 
claiming His promises. We told them that 
4,000 of the Church in India were inter- 
ceding for us and, therefore, we were sure 
of a safe journey. We are sure that these 
meetings have served a purpose, which 
some day, no doubt, will be disclosed in 
greater measure than we can now realize. 

We cannot tell what dangers we passed 
through as we zigzagged along, dodging 
possible submarines and getting out of the 
way of raiders. On arriving in England 
we learned that two British passenger 
ships and one Frénch passenger ship were 
sunk in waters that we had passed through 
about two days before; from these there 
were over 900 survivors who had lost 
all their belongings. 


We were much concerned about our 
people in India, especially our son and 
daughter, upon whom the responsibility 
would fall in greater measure because of 
war conditions. We quote in part from 
George’s letter, dated September 9, the 
first letter that we received from him 
since we left him over two months be- 
fore: 


“The anxiety is something awful. I 





open the paper each day with trembling 
hands, fearing lest I should read that the 
‘Orama’ has been sunk . . . As soon as 
the people around here read about the 
‘Athenia’ being sunk, they at once sur- 
mised that it was your ship and the rum- 
ors which have been going around here 
are something awful . . . When A. C. 
Samuel’s father heard this news, he went 
inside his house and just bawled .. . 
Matchen’s daughters heard the news and 
came over here crying their eyes out 
. . » This morning the Elavinal Moopen 
(elder) came here and he was so over- 
come with grief that he could hardly say 
what he wanted to say... 

“All kinds of preparations are going on 
and especially in Cochin. Prices are soar- 
ing . . . The poor are suffering and the 
heartless traders do not care as long as 
they get a gain... ” 

September 20.—‘‘We have still no news 
from you. The suspense is getting some- 
thing awful . . . Tomorrow is my birth- 
day. A letter from you would be enough 
for a birthday present . . . I have just 
come in from our prayer. We have prayer 
each night from eight to ten and one 
person preaches daily. It was my turn to- 
day so I spoke in. Malayalam on prayer. 
We had a good time of prayer, especially 
for you... ” 

George then went on to tell of what 
Pastor Varughese of the Soornad assembly 
told to another. Varughese was very wor- 
ried about us so he and another brother 
fasted and prayed, asking the Lord for a 
special message of comfort about-us. He 
received the following message in tongues 
with interpretation: “They are all safe 
but Cook Sahib is much worried about 
the Atlantic passage. They will be taken 
safely through.” When he got this mes- 
sage, he had peace and did not worry 
further. It is true that at the time Broth- 
er Varughese received this message from 
the Lord I was much concerned about our 
passage to the U. S. A. and we were pray- 
ing that if it were the Lord’s will, He 
should take us off that British ship. Then, 
too, we made inquiries at different ports 
about American ships, but since we failed 
in our attempt we took courage and con- 
tinued our journey on the “Orama” to 
England. “All things work together for 
good to them that love God, to them who 
are the called according to His purpose.” 
If we had time and space we could write 
of many things that prove this long-

VINE, who has taken unto himself the 
title of GOD. The article states that it is 
believed that Father Divine has $20,000,- 
000.00 in cash to invest in real estate, 
ostensibly for his followers. Also that 
dozens of people have joined his cult, 
bringing with them literally thousands of 
dollars, these dollars, of course, being giv- 
en to Father Divine. His people are taught 
to believe that he alone is God. He has al- 
ready spent well over a half million dol- 
lars for real estate and other properties. 
He rides in a huge, glistening, imported 
automobile, followed by _ secretaries, 
flunkies, etc. He has a weird sort of in- 
fluence over people and they willingly en- 
trust to him all their worldly possessions. 
His followers run way up into the thou- 
sands. He is said to never sleep. He claims 
that to oppose him is death or serious loss 
for the opposers. The question is: Why 
will otherwise sane and sensible people 
believe and swallow such tommyrot? 
They must be in earnest to part with 
their material possessions. WHY? Because 
people have rejected the true gospel and 
the truth of God’s Word, and in their 
hunger for spiritual solace are following 


“vain delusions” and snares, and because 
many have now gone forth saying, “Here 
is Christ,” or ““Lo, there is Christ.” Hear 
and believe the true gospel lest you, too, 
be carried away into some vain delusion. 

The Associated Press on November 17, 
as printed by the Chattanooga Times, re- 
ports that two earthquakes in seventy- 
two hours have shaken the city of Balti- 
more, Maryland.

Dear saints, I was saved, sanctified and 
filled with the Holy Ghost in the year of 
1920 in Colorado. In 1926 I moved to 
Ohio and began attending church at the 
Church of God where Brother T. R. 

Such fellowship I 
never knew as I had never been in a 
Church of God meeting. I think in 1927 
wife and I had two children and. were 
added to the Church and in 1929 wife 
and [ both received exhorters’ papers 
from Brother E. Haynes and the Canton 
church. Wife and the oldest boy are out 
preaching. 

I backslid from God and the Church 
and am in the state penitentiary, sent- 
enced for eight years, but I have made 
peace with God, have it settled, and mean 
to finish my life for Him in the beauty 
of holiness.
